Propaganda 1s in a different 
category. Often sinister and in- 
sidious it can occasionally be a 
bleasing. I doubt whether the 
Allies .would have © secured the 
overwhelming supply of munitions 
during the lust 2 years of the 
srreat war had it not been for the 
“Daily Mail’ propaganda which-— 
day. in’ and day out—for many 
months clamoured fer more shells 
and guns, But this particular 
newspaper is one of several Lon- 
don dailics which serves up news 
only in tabloid form. 


Mr. Harmsworth (afterwards 
Lord Northcliffe} started the 
Daily Mail in 1896 and a’ few 
ye later started the Daily Mir- 
ror which portrays most of fs 
news pistorially, It was, I think, 
Lord Salisbury who—referring te 
these papers in a neat epigrarn— 
—said Mr. Harmsworth had invent- 
ed a paper for those who could 
read but could not think and sn- 
other: for those who could see -but 
could not read. 


In a book called “Propaganda” 
(by R. S. Lambert) an American 
writer named Edward Bernays 18 
quoted as saying “the conscious 
and intolicetaal. manipulation of 
the organised habits and opinions 
of the masses is an important 
element In” ‘democratic society’ 
and that those who do this mani- 
pulnting are an invisible govern- 
ment which is the true ruling 
power of our country.” 


As Lancashire is the county of 
my adoption I have. been influen- 
ced a good deal by the paper 
which 1 regard as 
wreatest newspaper of the British 
Empire—I refer to the “Manches- 
ter Guardian"—aond I doubt whe- 
ther a more useful contribution 
could Le made to this issue than 
n certain quotation from the issue 
of that paper of May 6th, 1926. 
It is part of a speech by Lord 
(then Mr.) Raldwin whe was the 
gucst of honour at a Press nner:

Speaking on 
journalism and the conduct of a 
newspaper, he said: “‘Furdamen- 
tally it implies honesty, | clean- 
ness, courage, fairness, a sense of 
duty to the reader and the com- 
munity, Tho’ newspaper is of 
necessity something -of 2 mono- 
poly, and ita first duty is to shun 
the temptatfons of monopoly. Its 
primary office is the gathering =| 
News.. At the peril of its soul it 
must seo that the supply is not 
tainted. Neither in what it gives, 
nor.in what [tf does not give, nor 
in the mode of presentation, must 
the uriclouded face of Truth suffer 
wrong.

In 
this, however, [ was wrong for a 
note on the back of the entry roveul- 
ed that tho picture had been taken 
some considerable timo ago. It ta 
now a more satisfying entry than his 
previous one. Without the negative 
in front of me it is of course dificult 
to judge how this entry could yet bo 
improved, but I think it would havo 
been more satisfying had that por- 
tion of the roof beneath. tho belfry 
been left intact and not cut off on

“Pillars,” by Y. K. Kan, [I like 
very much indeed.

Without the negative in front of me 
I cannot be suro whether there has 
been ovor-trimming or not, but I 
rather think there has been, parti- 
cularly at the top, where tho apex 
of the top lines mecting should havo 
been included. Otherwise, as an 
architectural study for pictorial pur- 
poses, it is fairly satisfactory,

one knows quite who is allergic 
and who is not. Medical men, 
awed by the alarming increase 
in the number of allergic people, 
are redoubling their efforts, but 
they cheerfully admit that they 
know practically nothing. As 
new evidence — is ‘uncovered, old 
theories are discarded and what 
was so proudly hailed as yester- 
day's ‘certainty is confounded by 
to-day's truth, 

Have you ever stood before a 
beautiful painting and felt a 
Jump form in your throut? Has 
an eloquent passage ina book of 


verse suddenly brought tears to” 


your cyes?. Yesterday, you would 
have nodded and sighed, “I’m so 
ptive to Art” To-day, you 
off to xee your doctor, 

You must be allergic to book 
dust, or oil paint, or canvas or 
something. ' 
Allergy may be defined ag a 
sensitivity to a substance that.is 
harmless to most. individuals. 
The word was coined 
but it is only in the past few 
years that it has become general- 
ly understood, The classic exam- 
ple of the allergic person is the 
hay-fever sufferer, All summer 


Jong we see him, handkerchief in, 


hand, red-eyed. sneezing and 
sniffing. A. modest estimate of 
the number of persons who suf- 
fer with the seasonal typé of hay 
fever ig in the neighbourhood of 
three million, but the number. of 
persons whose allergic symptoms 
are other than those of true hay 
fever may number upwards of 
five million, 

The substances that can pro- 
duce an allergy comprise nearly 
everything that man eats or 
comes in contact with, To what 
statement can be 
taken, consider this incident, A 
married man suffered periodic at- 
tacks of asthma., He had studied 
his condition microscopledly and 
realising the fact that his attacks 
only occurred in the presence of 
his mother-in-law, he blandly 
stated to his amazed doctor the 
belief thnt he was allergic td His 
mother-in-law. His doctor’ dis-

agreed —- but there are medical 
men who believe ‘that he was not 
at all outsitte the realm of pos- 
sibility. Body emanations, slight 
though they ure, might be guilty. 

The most common substances 
producing allergic’s symptoms 
are the pollens of trees, grassea, 
and weeds, foods, and the dust 
and dander arising from such 
things as pillows, bedding, ° and 
animats, Various drugs and 
medicines can cause irritations, 
and now we know that heat and 
cold and the very sunshine that 
means health to most people may 
be poison to the allergic person, 

Any subject that has sprung so 
rapidly into public consciousness 
is bound to be ‘full of miseoncep: 
tions and phobias. Take hay 

the very name is a misno- 
mer—for it produces no fever and 
is. seldom caused by hay. The 
polles chiefly responsible for hay 
fever is ragweed. Another fraud 
is the person who very snobbish- 
ly says, “Oh, I haven't hay fever. ° 
T have rose fever.” Roses almost 
‘never cause hay fever, His symp- 
toms are usually produced by the 
pollens of weeds and grasses such 
as timothy, red top, and clover 
that pollinate at the same time a6 | 
the innocuous rose. Only pollens 
which are wind-borne — produce 
hay fever. The pollens of cultivat- 
ed flowers are heavy, and are 
earried off to other flowers by 
the feet of insects and birds. 
The pollens of the lowly weeds of 
the field are light so that ‘the 
wind can pick them up and whirl 
them miles away before — deposi- 
ting them into the snug — siine- 
tuary of an allergié¢ nose. 

Only those who have — suffered 
with hay fever can appreciate to 
what ends one will go to look for 
comfort. Some time ago, a Broud- 
way columnist casually mentioned 
in his reportings that he knew 
of; a new cure. His office war 
flooded with telephone calls and 

letters. In bewildered  self-de- 
fense, he published the panacea: 
radish! Now horse-radish 
is a yrand condiment, but as’ a - 
cure for hay fever—hardly. Tle 
sharp pungent odor would only 
further irritate an already weep- 
ing mucous membrane. t,

ture. ‘When the desired nose is 
formed, apply grease paint No. 
GA in Max Factors. No need to 


*_apply any cold cream for a baso 


as the creamy consistency of the 
grease pnint of the above make 
eliminates the use of any kind of 
cream. If the paint on the put- 
ty docs not appear to be of the 
same shade ‘as the rest of the 


face, blend in some colour to get 


the harmonised effect. 

When the paint has been ap- 
plied evenly, apply powder No. 5. 
Brush off the surplus powder 
with face brush. Before apply- 
ing the powder, however, make 
use of your brown dermatograph 
pencil and draw two lines, one 
from eich corner of the nose to 
the outer corners of the Nps. 


“Highlight these with No. 11. Ap- 


ply eyeshadow on the upper eye- 
lids to produce a sunken effect. 

Now, apply spirit gum over the 
area where moustaches and the 
beard is to be fixed. In the pic- 
ture the moustaches is closely 
cut. and is purposely shown un- 
tidy. -The growth of the beard 
suggests that the person hasn't 
shaved for several days, which is 
quite in keeping with « man 
hounded by the police. This 
trick is done by cutting up some 
erepe hair (colour depending up- 
on the age of the character.) in- 
to tiny bits, not more than one- 
eighth of an inch long. To the 


derired area, apply spirit gum, 


quite sparingly. Distribute the 
cut-up hair on a smooth towel 


‘and then transfer the hair to the 


face where the apirit gum has 
been applied.
